but, as usual, the quality of the woods has fallen 
awsy with the increased demand, while prompt 
delivery, tocontract time, hes become incrensing- 
ly difficult. p 

Many attempts have beon made to duvive ‘a 
loom which could be worked by steam to take 
the place of the crude hand-looms, used by the 
Chinese and Japanese, but success has only been 
attained by a loom which became the property 
of the Kobe Mavufacturing Co. and which has 
‘since been brought.to a high stute of perfection 
by futhor inventions and improvements. 

The promoters of this Company, having 
experimented with o small trial- plant of. 50 of 
these power-looms and introduced varions fur- 
thor improvemonts suggested by their know- 
lodyo of the Mutting trade ond requirements of 
themarket in the United States, are now satisfied

that Matting made by such r.achinery must 
supersede that made by hund-looms, and have 
accordingly entered into un agreement with the 
Kobe Manufacturing Co. to acquire all the 
rights to tho invention.

overcome sume few months ugo, and the looms 
can now, in the opinion of experts, turn ont o 
perfect fabric. 


As each power-loom can produce about. 30 
yards a day. as against 6 yords produced: by 
hund-loom, the saving in time is obvious, while 
the advantage of being able to rely on punctual 
dslivery will be a great boon to dealers st homy, 
who at present have to put up with much delay 
and loas of time in getting their-goods, ~ . 

The advantage is still more obvious to-day in 
viow of the political unrest all over China and 
the great probability of the prosent troubles in 
the North spreading tothe South, in which cuso 
thé, matting industry in the districts around 
Canton is likely to suffer to such an extent that 
it may take years to recover, matting being 
cntirely dependent upon the labour of the pea-
